The claim should read: 

36. (Currently Amended) A program storage device readable by a machine, tangibly 
embodying a program of instructions executable by the machine to perform a method for 
assigning private Internet Protocol ("IP") addresses to network devices in a cluster, each of the 
network devices being capable of interconnecting at least two network segments and forwarding 
data fames from one network segment to another, the method comprising: 

reading the Media Access Control ("MAC") address of a first network device; 

generating a private IP address as a function of said MAC address; 

assigning said private IP address to said first network device; and 
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communicating with said first network device using said private IP address; and 
detecting, at the first network device, a conflict between the assigned private IP address 
and an IP address being used by a network device other than the first network device.

- Claim 45, line 3, replace "said first" with -said second--.
